Through Lack of Sanitation and the Peo- 
ple's Peculiar Habits. 


A plain story of the conditions that 


prevail in India for the spread of the 
cholera was related at the New Cen- 
tury clnb by Dr. Pauline Boot of tho 
Woman's Medical college, who has lived 
for eight years in sonthern India. Dr 
Root began by describing the condition-, 
under which people live in southern In- 
dia, in order to show exactly what cir- 
cumstances generate the cholera. Therd 
is absolutely no sanitation there as wo 
have it. Drainage, with the excenUo/: 
of a fever breeder in the way of an open 
sewer, is unknown. In the village pco 
plo live in low mud huts, where all the 
family congregate in ono room, the di- 
mensions of which are likely to be 4 feet 
by 10 or 13 feet. As there are no out- 
buildings at all, there is no way in which 
persons can protect themselves against 
the cholera if it once appears in Biich a. 
household. Sometimes, if the well runs 
dry, stagnant water must be used. A 
high caste personage will not allow H 
low caste to use his well. 


Commonly people go to the river for 


water. As the water is frequently not 
on the surface, a "tub" is dug in tho 
river bed and the water allowed to col- 
lect. At this tub or at the well all the 
functions of bathing are performed. 
First the jar is filled and the water being 
dashed over the person soon trickles back 
to ita source. In the case of certain i-e- 
ligious enthusiasts, water is poured ovei 
the body 60 times. Next the seely, the 
single piece of silk or cloth which is worn 
as a garment, must be washed. This is 
dipped into the pool. Finally the jar ia 
refilled and carried home. The quality 
of the water by the time the jar is re- 
filled is promising indeed when cholera 
is in the air. 


In these river tubs the clothes aie 


washed. Tho cattle are taken there to 
drink. Dr. Root said that in sending a 
man to the river to fetch water there was 
never any certainty that he would not 
fill his jar with the water standing in one 
of the pools instead of digging a fies1! 
hole. The very cleanliness of the people 
—and they aro extremely clean—tends 
to the spread of cholera because their 
method of bathing is so unintelligent 
In southern India there is always more 
or less cholera. It is often prevalent aft- 
er a certain religious festival—oi' the 
the marriage of two clivinitios—which is 
celebrated by an encampment in the 
river bed for four or five day^. 


As for facilities in caring for the sick 


in India, Dr. Root graphically showed 
how forlornly poor these are by describ- 
ing her experience in the house of the 
vice president oi the municipality of 


'o-dua^ a wealthy man, who arrayed 
limself i?spleuclently when he came to 
sk her to visit hig wi*6.' thus showing 
lis solicitude for his life's condition. 
Jndoubtoclly he meant to do the best he 
ould for the sick woman, for the doctor 
ound her in a room adjacent to her hus- 
iand's—a position of honor. The wom- 
an was badly crippled and only able to 
rawl down from her cot. Beyond play- 
ng with the children and polishing the 
ewels nothing relieved the monotony of 
ler day. She was entirely unuared for. 
A hole in the wall for refuse was cleaned 
nly once a day. The woman died of 
>lood poisoning. And this is the way a 
ick person fared in one of the better 
louses t 


Usually a sick person is placed in a 


room that is reached from the house by 
irossing a court and passing through an 
alley. 
The alley usually has black, 


slimy water in it. The room is 7 feet 
square. In the court are often found 


cow, chickens and a number of per- 


sons. No wonder that under such con- 
ditions cholera spreads like wildfire. 
Jut cholera is always brought. It never 
starts of itself.—Philadelphia Ledger.

WILL THK 
SOCTH KECIPBOCATE ? 


Three years ago when the Republi- 


cans had control of both houses of con- 
gress and the administration, tbe hoase 
of representatives by a strict part v vote 
passed the Federal Elections or Force 
bill This created general alarm in the 
South, as the provisions of the bill 
meant Negro siapremacy in several of 
the southern states, " Then," says the 
Tehachipi Tribune, " the South reached 
oat her arms to the New West for aid, 
as imploringly as did Lord Ullin's 
daughter, against the passage byp^he 
senate of the odious bilL She received 
that aid, that help; the bill was sent to 
the grave of the Capulets, and the 
South, ever intending to be chivalrous, 
was rescued by that aid from the deep- 
est sectional humiliation." 


"Now," says the Tribune, " the New 


West is asking the chivalrous South to 
aid her in averting financial ruin and 
degrading bankruptcy, by aligning 
with her in defense of silver. It is a 
debt past due, unpaid and owing, which 
it will not injure the South to pay, and 
which, if repudiated, will leave a stain 
too indelible for the waters of the Lethe 
to remove." 


The senators from tho silver produc- 


ing states, who at the time were Repub- 
licans, defeated the Force bill by a 
bare majority. Stewart and Jones of 
Nevada, Teller and Wolcott of Colo- 
rado, and.Senator Stanford of Califor- 
nia used their influence and their votes 
against the obnoxious bill. Senator 
Jones declared his opposition to the 
bill on the stump, when KP return to 
the senate was depending upon the 
result of the election, and Senator 
Stewart made one of the best, most 
argumentative and forcible speeches 
of his life agalusi its passage in the 
senate. Will the

Kan Down by Bloodhounds and Fighting 


Like Tigresses. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 20.—The latest 


news from the Maddox plantation is 
that three of the five women who es- 
caped from there have been recap- 
tured. The women fought like tigresses, 
keeping the officers and bloodhounds 
at bay for hours until assistance came 
to the side of the authorities and the 
fugitives were overpowered. 


Tbe escape of these women utterly 


demoralized the entire camp. The rest 
of the sixty female convicts positively 
refused to work and threatened to make 
a united break for liberty at any mo- 
ment. When three of tho runaway^ 
had been brought back it was thougif t 
that the rest would remain quiet, but 
the fact that two of their number got 
safely away has inspired then* former 
companions to continued resistance 
and the authorities say that before or- 
der and discipline can be restored there 
will have to be a wholesale application 
of the lash. 


Doctored Payrolls. 


KANSAS Cm, July 20.—A special from 


Topeka says: Tbe Santa Fe manage- 
ment has unearthed extensive frauds 
in the payrolls on that division includ- 
ed between Topeka and Chicago. The 
frauds, it is said, have resulted in a loss 
to the road of $17,000 per month. The 
conspiracy includes various officials 
from assistants to division superintend- 
ents down to section bosses. 


Thousands of Men Idle. 


, N. T.,Jnly 20.—The Chat- 


eugay Ore and Iron Company closed 
down to-day as did also the Crown 
Point Iron Company, mines and iron 
makers at Crown Point. Cause given 
is dullness in the iron trade. Thou- 
sands of men are out of employment.

A DECISION 


VALUK O*' liKKADSTUFJ? EXPORTS. 


Of the 
United States Supreme Court 


Afl'ecting Common Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—A decision of 


the United States supreme court in the 
case of the Union Pacific vs. Goodridge 
is just reported. It holds that all 
shippers must be treated by the carrier 
with 
absolute equality; 
distinctly 


recognizes the right of the law-making 
bodies to regulate railways through 
railway commissioners, and especially 
that feature of state and federal regu- 
lation which requires carriers to obtain 
permission of the commission before 
granting lower rates to persons and 
places. 


The bureau of statistics has given 


out an advance statement showing the 
values and quantities of breadstuffs 
exported from the principal seaports 
of the United States in the last two 
fiscal years. This statement shows that 
during the year ending June 80,1893, 
there was a. decrease in the value of 
breadstuff's exported of over $100,000,- 
000 as compared with the preceding 
year. The average price received for 
wheat last year was a fraction under 75 
cents por bushel, while the average 
price in 1891 was $1 02 per bushel. 
Last year 16,809,735 bushels of wheat 
flour wore exported, against 14,760,459 
barrels the preceding year. The aver- 
age price per barrel for flour in the last 
year was $4 28, against $4 96 for the 
preceding year. The exports of corn 
fell from 73,770,002 bushels hi 1892 to 
88,742,898 in 1893, a decrease of nearly 
50 per cent. The average price re- 
ceived for corn during the year ending 
Juno 30,1893, was 52 cents per bushel, 
whereas the average price for the pre- 
ceding year was over 52 cents per 
bushel. 


The value of exports of merchandise 


in the last year is given at $847,423,000, 
and the value of imports for the same 
period at $941,086,000, an excess of im- 
ports over exports of $98,658,000. The 
balance of trade was against the United 
States to the extent of $93,653,000 and 
to make up for it gold was shipped 
out of the country. In addition to this 
foreign holders of American securities 
received interest in gold and fifty or 
sixty millions were expended in Europe 
by American sightseers. These things, 
not the purchase of silver under the 
Sherman act, are the cause of the heavy 
goM shipments from New York to 
London in the last year. If the de- 
mands for breadstuffs and other Amer- 
ican products had been as great in 
Europe last year as it had been in the 
year ending June 80, 1892, and the 
prices had been equally good there 
would have been no gold drain from 
this side of the Atlantic to Europe 
unless foreign investors disposed of 
their securities for coin. 


Mills to Close. 


MILTON MILLS, N. H., July 20.—The 


agent of the Waumbeck Company has 
issued orders for the closing of the 
mills here for six months, as soon as 
the goods now in process of manufac- 
ture are finished. The reason assigned 
is lack of orders except at ruinous 
prices. This is the first time in the 
history of the company that work has 
be«n ordered to cease on account of 
the condition of the markets and the 
result will be a serious blow to many 
employes. 


AMERICAN WOOLS. 


A Special Beport from the Chief of the 


Bureau of Statistics. 


Major Brock, chief of the bureau of 


statistics of the. treasury department, 
has prepared a report on wool and 
woolens in the United States. On Jan- 
nary 1, 1892, the number of sheep in the 
United States was placed at 44,938,365 
by the department ;.of agriculture, and 
this year the number is given by Major 
Brock at 47,273,553. This shows an in- 
crease during the year of 5.20 per cent 
in the face of low prices ruling for 
wools, but probably the increase has 
been largely brought about by higher 
prices for the carcases. According to 
the department of agriculture the 
pulled wool for 1891 aggregated 46,000,- 
000 pounds, which with the fleece wool 
makes a total product of domestic in 
the United States in 1892 of 340,000,000 
pounds. 


The growth of the sheep industry is 


illustrated by the following returns of 
the number of sheep: In 1860, 22,471,- 
275; 
1870, 40,653,000; 1880, 40,764,900; 


1890, 44,337,072; 1893,47,273,553. In 1860 
the ave rage weight of the fleece was 2.7 
pounds; in 1870, 3.5 pounds; in 1880, 4.8 
pounds; in 1890, 6.5 pounds, and in 1893 
it is estimated slightly higher. The 
progressive improvement of the fleece 
was as striking before 1860 as it was 
after this year, the average weight of 
fleece in 1840 being reported at 1.9 
pounds and in 1850 2.4 pounds. The 
increase in the number of sheep from 
the yeare 1860 to 1892 was almost 
100 per cent, while the increase in the 
wool clip was 387.84 per cent. 


The total imports of wool in 1892 were 


145663,089 pounds, of which 47,607,138 
pounds were wool of class one, 5,743,- 
029 of class two and 92,212,022, or 63,36 
per cent of class three. The per capita 
consumption of wool in the United 
States has grown from 4.49 pounds in 
1840 to 5.58 pounds in 1850, 6.84 pounds 
in 1860, 7.98 pounds in 1870, 8.52 pounds 
in 1880 and 9.07 pounds in 1890.

Some Hint* Wlilch, U Followed, Will Be 


Found Quite Advantageous. 


The following is a series of hints to 


young singers and •would, be singers 
which have been received from one of 
Boston's well known musicians: 


Start under the right instruction. It is 


far better to begin right in middle life 
than wrong- in youth. 


Study everything carefully, for "what's 


worth doing at all is worth doing well." 


Cultivate refinement in all things. The 


tastes, inclinations and tendencies of the 
einger, whether refined or coarse, are un- 
avoidably made manifest in the inter- 
pretation of the music she sings. 


Keep up with the events of the world 


in a general way, but while studying 
music live in an atmosphere of music. 
Concentration is the secret of many a 
singer's success. 


Sing everything as the author wrote 


it, for one should be as truthful in music 
as in history. 


Plan your mode of living and hours 


for eating, Bleeping and exercising accord- 
ing to the manner in which they affect 
your singing. 


Throw your whole soul into your sing- 


ing. Live in the song while yon sing it. 
The sympathy and interest of an audi- 
ence are most frequently gained by the 
sincere, soulful and truthful rendering 
of a selection. 


Cultivate animation, warmth of spirit 


and coloring in rendering your songs. 


Train yourself to be cool headed and 


collected when singing. 


Sing without notes when possible. Yon 


can produce better dramatic effects and 
hold your audience better by so doing. 


Don't try to study music, art and sci- 


ence all at the same time. Select one 
and do that well. 


Don't think of making musio your pro- 


fession unless you have a more than or- 
dinary talent for it. The musical pro- 
fession is always crowded with perform- 
ers, except at the very top, where there 
is always plenty of room. 


Don't think of making music your pro- 


fession unless you have plenty of money 
to give yourself the best possible musical 
education. 


Don't think that training in execution 


and technique of tho voice only is suf- 
ficient. The professional singer should 
be a perfect reader and well schooled in 
counterpoint and harmony. 


Don't think the life of a successful 


singer is easy. The more successful the 
singer the more she becomes a slave to 
her profession. 


Don't make a practice of humming. It 


tires the voice. 


Don't practice long at a time, especial- 


ly if you are just beginning. It is much 
better to practice little and often. 


Don't eat just before singing. A hearty 


meal several hours before and a light 
stimulating refreshment just before you 
sing are much better. 


Don't drink wine for a stimulant. It 


is not only drying to the throat, but is 
too strong a stimulant. A person needs 
to be especially self composed when sing- 
ing. 


Don't indulge in mannerisms and 


catchy originalities in rendering your se- 
lections. A natural manner and sincere 
singing are mtich more pleasing and de- 
sirable.—Boston Journal.

Modilis For Every One nt Chicago. 


John Boyd Thacher has installed his 


bureau of awards. The principle which 
will govern tho giving of awards ia the 
merit of the exhibit as compared with a 
fixed standard of excellence and not with 
the exhibit of a competitor. 


There is a pleasant prospect ahead for 


exhibitors, inasmuch aa the number of 
medals -will be in excess of 30,000. The 
chances, therefore, are that any man 
who has a good exhibit will get a medal. 
The medal will be of bronze only, and 
not, as under the old system, of gold and 
silver and bronze, representing three de- 
grees of merit. Under the law the num- 
ber was not to exceed 50,000. The di- 
ameter, however, has been increased to 
8. inches, which will probably cut the 
number of medals down to about 80,000. 
Under the law it will be impossible to 
counterfeit them without incurring a 
heavy penalty. 


August St. Gaudens has uiade the de- 


sign, and tho front of tho medal has al- 
ready been mado in the government 
mint. Tho front represents Columbus 
in the foreground. 
He is shown in full 


figure, with outstretched hands, standing 
in a reverential and awestruck attitude. 
One foot is on the shore and the other 
on a small boat. The diploma which 
will accompany tho medal has an elab- 
orate allegorical design abotit the bor- 
der, leaving space in the center for the 
statement of excellence of the exhibit.— 
Chicago Tribune.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp P. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals— Bell call denotcu to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saduto call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having1 


care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st da> of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for tho running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 6 
o'clock p, M. 


Those who have nominated In stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before the race at 0 F. M. 


Horses entered in pursescan only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purge races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and tho 
weightand colors of the rider must bo given. 
After a horse has run once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to bo 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared otf by the executive com- 
mittee. 


lu all free for all running races, cxcrpt 
handicaps, und where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
curry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
tho conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or In one Interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by tf 
v. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for n walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified ; Uvo 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tho 
purte, which shall lie divided pro ratu. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two murtgo to the stable: and In 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if uecegsary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear tbe-y may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
W% to the first and 33% to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of tbe Board, and without 
notice, toe entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a. horse in a rnnnlng.racc, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board ^f Directors on any question rclutiiig 
to a race or racing.
